Washington, D. C., June 28,—Favorabie 
reply from Germany to the last note of 
the United States concerning submarine 
warfare and the sinking of the Lusitania 
‘was predicted in an official dispatch from 
Ambassador Gerard received today atthe 
state department.

They had seen war; they knew it. They 

know the trail it leaves behind of muti- 
lated bodies, of living deaths, of saddened 
homes, of hunger, of poverty, of sorrow. 
And yet they cheered as enthusiastically 
@s the flashing-eyed 18 year olés who 
f-new no more of it than that the military 
uniform they were wearing was decidedly 
hot. 


Women Don the Uniform. 
- It would seem that women are affected 
the same way, for during the last week 
there have been several cases of Italian 
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join the army. 

On the train coming from Bologna here 
there was considerable excitement in the 
corridors from time to: time, and every 
one seemed to be pressing toward a cer- 
tain second class compartment, which 
held, as far as I could see, four rather nice 
looking Italian girls. 

But when we landed in Florence there 
Was a real demonstration given one of the 
occupants, who was, it turned out, Sig- 
norina Luigia Ciappi, formerly a school 
teacher just outside of Florence. She had 
procured a uniform for herself, and, not 
hesitating at the sacrifice of her wonder- 
ful long curly hair, had mixed, in her 
soldier’s uniform, with a regiment going 
to Bologna. There her identity had been 
discovered and she was sent back to 
Florence. 

She wae a tall, open faced girl, whose 
little closely cropped head, with its hints 
of curls, looked much like a boy’s, and I 
fancy she must have been a very good 
looking soldier. There wae a huge crowd 
et the station to meet her, and the head 
master at her school was there to present 
her with a wreath of flowers tied with the 
colors of Italy. I suppose she will be the 
eroine of the school forever more. 

. On Way to Get Commissions. 

On this samé train were several hun- 
dred boys of the officers’ training school 
on their way ’*to Rome for enrollment. 
None of them could have been much over 
18, if they were as much as that, but ell 
were merry and gay and happy at the 
thought of getting a’ commission on ac- 
count of their training. 

The train stopped at some little place 
for about half an hour—for these are war 
times, and the train service behaves it- 
self accordingly. Perhaps fifteen of these 
young fellows got out and marched up 
and down the platform, swinging in slow 
rhythm as they walked, their hands on 
one another’s shoulders. And they sang 
always from one old song to another, 
sometimes varied by a bit of teasing and 
repartee with comrades who were still 
in the train. ! 

They sang the new song, which ig like 
“ Tipperary,” to the Italian: 

“Sulle balze del Trentino, 
Pianteremo I! tricolore!’’ 

(On the heights of Trentino we shall 
Plant our flag.) 

And then they sang all the love songs 
of Italy, throwing kisses the while to 
the pretty faces that were framed in the 


‘windows all along the platform. 


Protest of a Mother. 


There was a woman leaning against a 
pillar; she was not old. But the quick 
aging of the Italian sun and the pain that 
was in her eyes made her seem very old 
indeed. She crushed the ends of the 
faded blue calico head scarf into her 
mouth that she might not cry aloud. 

Finally, as the boys swung past her 
for the tenth time, she could stand it no 
longer, and, snatching the scarf from her 


lips, she stormed up to them almost 
threateningly. | 
“Why do you sing” she screamed. 


“Don’t you - know that men are dying 
even now? Why do you sing, you fools? 
Is war so merry that you must sing? 
Don’t you know that my boy has been 
gone six days and never a word havel 
had? It's you and your like, you not yet 
born officers, who have made this war. 
Stop your singing.”’ 
And she clung again to her pillar.

Then 
one, slight and straight and serious, a 
dear boy to whom I hope no harem may 
come, moved his arms from his comrades’ 
shoulders and went over to the woman. 

“ Signora,”’ he said to her gently, ‘“‘ why 
not sing? Happiness is something and 
always does more good than sorrow. (f 
we die, we die; but better in laughter than 
in tears.

Kaiser's Army Expected to 
Sirike Heavy Blow at Newest 
Enemy in a Short Time. 


~ 


BY A MILITARY EXPERT. 

Washington, D. C., June 28.—[{Special.] 
~—It is time for the combined German and 
Austrian forces to make a demonagration 
against Italy. It will be more than a 
demonstration when it is made, and the 
horthern plains of Italy may soon be 
streaming with blood. 

The disaster to the Russian troops in 
Galicia has opened wonderful possibili- 
ties to the Germans. Galicia contains 
some of the richest copper and oil flelds 
in the world. Reports have been re- 
ceived in Washington that in the rear of 
the German armies, which were sent to 
drive out the Russian invaders, there 
were great organizations of miners and 
oil men, who will be spurred on during 
the next few weeks to their extreme ef- 
forts for the purpose of replenishing the 
German supply of both oll and copper. 


Dissatisfied with Leaders. 

Rumors of further dissatisfaction with 
Kitchener’s conduct of the war for Great 
Britain and of Joffre’s conduct of the war 
for France reach the United States. The 
dissatisfaction with Kitchener is known 
to be general in the army at the front. 
The soldiers believe Kitchener should 
eupply such ammunition as Gen. Sir John 
French requests instead of attempting to 
make Sir John fight the battles with the 


kind of ammunition Kitchener wants to 
send him. 

The removal! of Joffre at this time, how- 
ever, would be a blow from which the 
allies probably could not recover. He is 
ene of the greatest strategists produced 
in the last half century. Probably the 
French are disappointed that the German 
invader still has a hold on their soil. Were 
It not for Joffre he would have a greater 
hold, 


Dispute Due to Shells. 

The trouble between Sir John French 
and Kitchener seems to be over the ques- 
tion of ammunition end chiefly over 
ehrapnel and high powered shells. In 
trench fighting, such as is now in prog- 
ress on the west front, shrapnel is prac- 
tically useless. On the other hand, the 
army best supplied with high powered 
shells is most likely to take and hold more 
trenches than the ones less well supplied. 

The Germans and the English are using 
covered trenches. Shrapnel does no dam- 
age to them and the men inside are com- 
paratively safe from harm. But the high 
explosive shells do work havoc with any 
trench and recent accounts of the fighting 
show that the allies have been forced to 
give up trenches which they have wor be- 
cause of the deadiliness of near 
high enplesive nme). shelis. 


EUROPE NEEDS FA EEDS FALSE LIMBS 


Pittsburgh Manufacturers Have 
Inquiry from Russia for 50,000 
Artificial Arms and Legs. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., June 28.—[{Special.]—

Declaration for Kaiser. 

As he viewed it, the former secretary of 
state contended that any stoppage of am- 
munition exports would be nothing short 
of a declaration-in favor of Germany. 

“TY agree with the président on that 
point,” he said. “ Our disagreement is 
over other phases of the trouble. I don’t 
think we ought to permit American citi- 
zens to ride on boats of belligerent na- 
tions carrying ammunition, but this coun- 
try has the right to laydownits ammuni- 
tion atthe acacoast.
